He established | 
a bureaucratic or commission form of | 
government that officiously regulated 
the private affairs of his subjects from | 
the cradle to the grave. | 

In 1818 the bureaucratic and mili- | 
tary government of Prussia placed a 
heavy tax or tariff on goods neces- 
sarily passing through Prussia from 
southern German states for export 
abroad. By this trick Prussia forced 
them to join her Zollverein or Tariff | 
Union of German States, thus gain- 
ing her first control over them. 

In 1848 the Rhine Province threat- 
ened to break away from the tyran- 
nical control of Prussian autocracy 
and to lead the German states under 
democratic rule. In the same year a
